August Sth, I returned to Philadelphia and 
remained but three days, when, througa an 
unlawful proceeding, I was placed in Kirk- 
brulgp's insane asylum,no physicians having 
examined mo and pronounced mo insauo. 
Through tho untiring efforts of my counsel, 
Olnronco Doringer, of Philadelphia, I was 
brought into court ou writ of lidbaa corpus, 
and Judge Elcock promptly discharged mo 
ns n sano man with congratulations.
